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ment in the discretion of the court. Any person operating an 
automobile, motor cycle or other similar motor vehicle, who shall 
injure any person therewith and fail to stop and give assistance, 
his name and address, and the name and address of the owner 
of the automobile, motor cycle or other similar motor vehicle so 
operated, to the person so injured, or to any bystander who shall 
request such information on behalf of the injured person, shall 
be guilty of a felony, punishable by a fine of not more than one 
thousand dollars, or by imprisonment for a period of not less 
than three months, nor more than two years. Any person, who 
shall operate, ride or drive any automobile, motor cycle or other 
similar motor vehicle upon or along any public highway of this 
state, while intoxicated, shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than one hundred dollars or by imprisonment in the county jail 
for not less than five days nor more than three months, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.

CHAPTER 318. 

AN ACT to authorize the board of regents of normal schools to 
dispose of real estate in the city of Oshkosh, in accordance 
with section 394 of the statutes. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 
SECTION 1. In accordance with section 394 of the statutes, 

authority is hereby conferred upon the board of regents of nor-
mal schools of Wisconsin to cede to the city of Oshkosh for use 
as a street a strip of land thirty feet wide, on the southeast edge 
of the normal school grounds in said city and extending from 
Algoma street to Elm street on terms that are satisfactory to 
said board of regents. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.
